WOULD like to take this opportunity to wish all of 
you a very, very, happy Christmas and New Year. It 
has been an honour to serve again as your Member 
of Parliament in 2010, and I am very grateful for the 
kind support and generosity of so many 
people in what has been for me at times 
a testing year.
